By ASHER WALLFISH 
Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 
The Labour-Mapam Alignment 
Knesset faction, plus the leader- 
ship bureaux of the two parties, 
and the newly-joined Arab and 
Druse affiliates, yesterday unani- 
mously approved the Alignment's 
final position in the negotiations 
with the National Religious Party 
and the Independent Liberal 
Party. 


Premier Golda Meir told the 
faction that even if the Align- 
ment had a big majority in the 
Knesset, it should still insist on 
ealling Knesset elections be- 
fore any agreement was signed 
for 8. territorial compromise over 
the West Bank.

She looked in excellent form 
and sounded confident of the 
prospects of forming a Coalition 
despite the fact that the NRP 
and the ILP had not yet given 
their final word. Mrs. Meir be- 
trayed πὸ signs of her recent 
disabilities and maintained good 
humour throughout. 

Tf the Alignment agreed to the 
NRP demand that a letter be 
sent to the Chief Rabbis regard- 
ing consultations about Halachic 
conversion legislation, (and she 
hoped this would not be neces- 
sary) then no room would be 
left for misunderstanding, she 
said.

affairs in any way.

Arab MKs reject NRP terms

Mayor Teddy Kollek of Jerusalem 
said yesterday that most of the 
city’s Arab population wanted a 
Palestinian state on the West Bank 
with Jerusalem as the capital of 
both the Palestinian state and of 
Israel, “As long as no sohition is in 
sight, however, they appear content 
to leave things the way they are.”

TEL AVIV. — The Yom Kippur 
‘War has had devastating effects on 
small industrial workshops, and 
unless the Government moves in 
and provides with “grants” 
which are not to be repaid. many 
of them will go into bankruptcy.

Law Governing the Saie of Dwellings 


Returning to the question of whe- 
ther the courts are entitled to im- 
pose punitive damages, Justice Kis- 
ter noted that the English courts 
had recognized this possibility until 
recentiy when there was a clear re- 
treat from the former line (in 
Rookes v. Bernard, 1964, 1 All E.R. 
367), wherees the Israel Supreme 
Csurt had but recently held that 
the courts are entitled to impose 
punitive, or inflated, damages. He, 
for his part, however, did not agree 
that the courts had any general 
rigat of this nature; but on the as- 
sumption that Israel civil law does 
recognize such a right, he thought 
that it should not be exercised in 
cases where the damage has been of 
a bodily nature, and it is in any 
event dificult to recompense the 
wronged person with money. 

In 80 far as a civil suit with re- 
spect to bribery is concerned, con- 
tinued Justice Kister, he could well 
understand the draconic attitude 
adopted by the English courts; in 
fact, our law, too, is very stringent 
on the subject of bribery. But never-

The 1562 increase in mortgages, granted to those entitled to 
the increase under the regulations issued pursuant to the 
Discharged Soldiers Law, will be made available to those for 
whom the increase has been authorized, at the banks to which 
they were originally directed for the issue of a mortgage loan. 


There is no need to apply to the Minisiry of Housing to obtain 
the increase. 

Released soldiers who are not already registered in one of the 
housing-assistance schemes, and who are eligible for assistance 
under the schemes, will be registered for the increase.
